result of t*e Conrission's findi-gs, t*e Bureau of Informa~ 
tion was esteblis*ed in 1936. 


In 1940 I becene Creirmen of te Bureeu of Infornation, 
whic was leter dissolved as t*e result of tre establis*nent 
of tre Board of Infor:etion of vic I becene tre first 
president. Te Boerd of Informetion wes csteblisted by the 
T'ird KONOYE Cebinet enc made a separete governnentel office 
wit» full powers to disseminste propesende for all ministrics 
but leeving sore powers wit»in the War end Nevy Ministries to 
Gisseninate propegende end infornetion on subject ratter 
peculierly releting to nilitery operstions, plens and strate- 
gic noves.e Tre Borrd of Infornation offictelly begen function- 
ing lete in Decerber 1940, Proprgends from cll ministries 
cleared through t*e Bocrd of Infornetion anc was cisserineted 
to various newspepers, 1egezines, recdio, motion pictures end 
éll otrer media of public information, Censors*ip powers 
were also given the Board of Informetion, but for practical 
purposes tc enforcer ent of e111 lavs releting to ccnsors*ip 
in el] its forms wes ecdministerec by tre Police Bureau of 
tre Hone L.inistry. 


In Jenuery cf 1941 all publis*crs in Jepen were orgenized 
into tre "Jepenesc Publistcrs! issocieation", all beok distribu- 
tors were organizede into te "Japenese Book end Megaezine 
Distributors Corporation", end all newsrapers into tre "Japenese 
Newspeper Lezguc". The estcblistment of t*ese orgenizz.tions 
resulted in complete foverm.ent control of e11 infornetion 
media included witrin tc respective froups. It was custonery 
for tc orgenizetions nemed to consult wit» tre president of 
tre Beerd of Information before clecting officiels to ead 
suc’ orgenizetions and to reccive tke approvel enc suggestions 
of t*c Presidcnt cf t*c Boerd of Inforretion as to wo these 
officicls tc be clected to suc* pesitions stould be. 


Generally tc propeganda dissemineted trrcugh the 
office of te Boerc of Information wes of such a nature in 
line wit* governncnt policy es would tend to justify Jepan's 
position in world effairs end in doing so prejudice tre 
people of Jepen ageinst potcntizl encnics suc cs the 
Unitcd Stetcs enc Greet Britain. 


As Presiccnt of t*c Bosrd of Informeticn, I wes aware 
of tre propegence issucd directly by tre Wer uidnistry such 


propegende es issuec by the Wer hinistry being of an Jnflermatory 
neture for te purposc of prevering thc Japenese people for 

wer cgeinst thc Unitec Stetes end Greet Britein, picturing 

trese nations es t*e great obstecles to Jepen's progress in 

tre Fer East, end by tris rct*cd infleming tre people ageinst 

5 the Unitcd States end Greet Britein.
